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Advisors Recommend 
Rural Camas Elementary 


School Be Built At Once 


In & subcommittee report to 1 678 families in Camas, where | grades 


the Camas school board last 
Thursday, the school advisory 
committee recommended the 


acquisition of a centrally locat- 
ed site in the most densely pop- 
ulated rural ares for the im- 
mediate construction ot + new 
Jassroom elementary school 
The committee based their 
reason for the recomm..dution 
which was accepted for the 
board for further study. as be- 
ing that population of the rural 
is increasing at a more 
rapid rate than city population. 
said indications are that 
this growth pattern will con- 
tinue at an accelerated rate in 
the future. 


Statistically, the committee 
the “North” area, in- 
cluding Fern Prairie, Wood- 


burn, and Skye, as having the 
largest percentage of the rural 
school population. This area has 
461 pupils who will be in the 
first grade and the next five 
grades this year, as compared 
to 107 pupils in all grades in 
the “West” area. which in- 
cludes Columbia West. English 


* area has 72.7% 
of the total rural school 
ulation. This is distributed as 
follows: Fern Prairie Wes! 
30.8%; Fern Prairie East, 18.9 
and Woodburn, 21% 

‘The Fern Prairie - Woodburn 
area (including sparsely settled 
Skye! shows lation 
2101 in 506 families. Of this 
19.5% are of school age, divid- 
ed as follows: 12% elementary, 
4% junior high school, and 3.54 
high school 

In comparing population, the 
committee shows that there are 
an estimated 5.863 persons in 


all the schools are presently lo- 
cated 

Giving further reason for rec- 
ommending the rural school, the 
committee states in their re 


Until recent years an over- 
whelming portion of the studs 
[ents of all ages have come 
from within the corporate lim- 
its of Camas. In recent years 


there has been a marked 
change in this pattern and at 
present the school population 


outside the city has been in 
creasing more rapidly than that 
within the city a 

‘This trend will continue at 
an accelerated pace due to the 
difference in geographic size of 
the two areas. The city of Ca- 
mas comprises 2.240 acres, or 
approximately one fourteenth 
of the total area of the district 
The rural area totals 31,100 
acres” 

The committee also points out 
that 26.8 percent of the child- 
ren in kindergarten and 4-year- 
olds live in the Fern Prairie- 
Woodburn area. This includes 
113 percent in Fern Prairie 
West, and seven percent each 
ok Fern Prairie east and Wood- 


mn.
